Charles- 
ton, who was arrested last uight and 
today gave $10,000 bail; one South 
Carolina state constable; the sheriff 
of Williamsburg county, and a Berke- 
ley county policeman. Most of the 
other prisoners are accused of con- 
spiracy, selling whisky or rum run- 
ning.

Charles Hopkins Clark, editor of The 
Hartford Courant, died tonight at his 


home here after an illness of several 
months following a general breakdown 
due to advancing years. A cerebral 
hemorrhage early today was the im- 
mediate cause of death. He was in 
his seventy-ninth year. 

As a young man recently graduat- 
ed from Yale college, Charles Hop- 
| kins Clark, seeking a start in life, 
applied for work at the office of the 
Hartford, Conn., Courant and was 
‘given temporary employment. This 


resulted in an uninterrupted service of 
more than half a century, during 
which Mr. Clark advanced through 
the various editorial positions to 
editor in chief and finally to presi- 
dent of The Hartford Courant com- 
pany and editor of The Courant. 
Interest in Politics. 

Mr. Clark’s interest in politics. en- 
couraged during his early training in 
newspaper work, was continued 
throughout his life. He began attend- 
ing the national conventions ef the 
republican party in 1888, when Benja- 
min Harrison was nominated for the 
presidency. Thereafter for several 
years he went as a newspaperman and 
then regularly as a delegate from Con- 
necticut. He was elected a delegate- 
at-large to the Cleveland Seaveution 
in 1924.

THE “CICADA.” 
Considerable interest has been 
aroused by statements from the 

United States bureau of entomology 
that swarms of ‘‘periodical cicada, 
better known as 17-year locusts,” 
would sweep over certain sections 
of Georgia this fall. Newspaper dis- 
patches have referred to them as 
‘nests,’ and naturally some appre- 
hension, if not alarm, has been 
aroused. 

It is entirely incorrect to refer 
to the ‘‘cicada” either as a “locust” 
or as a pest.

For instanee, as a rule, thought not 
Without oceasional exeeption, the 
child who drinks tea or coffee does 
not grow normally As a rule the 
voung person who cultivates the to- 
baceo habit suffers retarded growth. 
Children whe do not. vet. suffieient 
direct sunlight on the naked skin are 
likely to remain underheight. Boys 
and girls in their ’teens who cultivate 
late hours generally show retarded 
growth. The young person who hits 
the hay regularly at 10 o'clock in thé 
winter and not later than 10:30 sum- 
mer nights is most likely to attain full 
stature, 

There are certain disturbances of 
ductless glands’ which .may produce 
stunting or ¢xecessive growth. These 
cases come within the field of pathol- 
ogy and can be dealt with by the fam- 
ily physician. 7 

That Uncle Bill or Aunt Emma is 
long or short is no reason why a child 
should “take ufter” the extraordinary 
relative. Hleredity is a minor factor. 
except that the general average 
stature of offspring: will be the same 
as that of the families of the parents. 

Commonly negleeted conditions 
which retard growth besides impair- 
ing nutrition in other’ respects are 
nasal obstruction (mouth breathing) 
from chronie rhinitis, sinusitis. polyps 
in nose, foreizn body lodged in nose, 
enlarged tonsiis or enlarged adenoid 
hody. 

Adequate physical training—a part 
of education which too many young 
persons are permitted to dodge—has 
heen found fo favor growth in sta- 
ture. Boys and girls in their ‘teens 
who receive proper physical educa- 
tion attain from two to three inches 
vreater height than beys and girls 
whe ure less fortunate in their school. 
ing. The rigid or severe discipline 
and physieal training in military in- 
stitutions brings about an increase in 
height.

Brooklyn is one of the Manhattan- 
ite’s stock jokes, but as one who has 
lived in both towns because they 
really are separate, in custom, ge0og- 
raphy and spirit—it is meet and fit- 
ting to set down a few words of 
honest delight that the big roaring 
island is lucky enough to be adjacent 
t such a colorful, easy-going ucibh- 
bor. Ihe two towns fit each other 
well. They are perfect compl>ments ; 
what one lacks the other has. Man- 
hattan has system—a vast, inexora- 
ble, geographical exactness that has 


laid the streets out orderly and num- 
bered them in majastical succession. 
Brooklyn has none of that. The

Judge Ayers Discusses 
Banking Laws, Lawyers 


Editor Constitution: I have been 
reading with much interest news items 
and editorial comment in The Consti- 
tution relative to the banking situa- 
tion in Georgia, 

In your today’s issue, I find a news 
dispatch that one of our judges bad 
“flatly” refused to approve some atl- 
turney'’s fees asked for by ‘the super- 
intendent of the banking department 


, one 


on the ground that they were un- 
reasonable. I do not wish to com- 
ment on this favorably or unfavorably, 
because know nothing about the 
value of the services performed nor the 
circumstances of the particular cases 
to which they related. But, in a re 
cent issue you made favorable edi- 
terial comment on the reopening of the 
banks in Llabersham county, and yet 
you failed to comment editorial'y on 
of the most interesting and sa- 
lient features in the news columms of 
yeur paper concerning these banks; 
and that was the lawyers refused to 
take any fees—that although, on the 
usual basis of fixing fees it would 
have netted them $40.000, and yet the 
lawyers said: “It is a greater fee 
than we have ever had an opportunity 
to earn or perhaps ever will have; 
but it belongs to the people here- 
abouts and our charge is nothing.” 
The names of these patriotic lawyers 
ought to have been published to the 
world—it may have been the same 
lawyers to which reference was made 
in the first part of this letter. 
Although there have been more bank 
failures within the last six years than 


at any other time in a like period, yet 
in the state of Nebraska not a de- 
positor has lost a dollar in the past 
18 years. In that state a man made 
the race for governor on the issue that 
there would be no more losses to de- 
positors if he was elected and the 
legislature of that state in 1908 passed 
a law making the credit of every bank 
in the state as guarantee to deposi- 
tors in all banks. The mere mention 
af such a thing in this state would 
cause a panic among bankers, yet 
the law of Nebraska has worked so 
successfully and satisfactorily and the 
banks are so prosperous that this law 
wil] never be repealed. After operat- 
ing under the law for ten years it 
was found that the closing of banks 
by court proceedings and receivers was 
unsatisfactory. so a law was passed 
in 1918 putting the matter entirely 
in the hands of bankers and taking 
it out of polities by allowing the 
benks who guaranteed the deposits to 
appoint a commission to liquidate the 
bank that failed, eliminating all court 
proceedings. As an evidence of Ne- 
braska’s strong financial standinz, |] 
might say that it is ahead of every 
other state in the union, because it 
does not owe a dollar in the world.

Little Huckleberry Becomes 
Important Shipping Product 


For the past several montns the 
Georgia press has carried articles 
commenting upvu the wonders ol 
Georgia farm products, peaches, ap- 
ples. meluns, tubaeco and other cuim- 
modities, which have been the source 
of much revenue to the growers. How- 
ever, it is rare that anything is said 
about the Georgia huckleberfy. 

There are but few who realize what 
the extent of this crop is, or how mwuch 
inoney it brings in at a time when 
there is little else on the market dur- 
ing the entire months of June and 
July. 
While there have always been a few 
crates of huekleberries shipped from 
Gseorgia, the crop—which, incidentatly, 
vyrows Wild—received but scant notice 
until 1922, when J. S. Holland, route 
agent for the Southeastern Express 
company, undertook to impress upon 
the few shippers then interested the 
possibilities of developing the huchle- 
berry intO a money-making crop by 
enlarging the growth of their crows 
and doing business on a larger seale 

With proper direction and enconr- 
agement, there has been a very notire- 


‘able growth in the number of crates of 
huckleberries shipped from Georgia 
points, until this season, on the tine 


of the Southern Railway company ve- 
tween Bremen, Ga., and DLell City, 
Ila.. there were shipped over South- 
eastern [xpress company’s service 
12,219 erates of berries, having a 
market value of approximately $75,- 
OVO. 

These berries grow wild in the hilty 
sections of Georgia and Alabama and 
are gathered with little effort, some 
families making more by picking ber- 
ries for two months than they do on 
their other crops combined. 


During the season just passed there 
were 55 buyers and shippers located 
at the most convenient points to the 
pickers in the above sections, and the 
price paid for the berries ranged from 
o0 cents to $2 a gallon. 

The success of the 1926 season has 
ndded new impetus to the movement, 
and should encourage the opening up 
of new markets, thus insuriag eon- 
tinued-protits and growth of this tn- 
dustry.
